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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
contacted applicant regarding some clarity issues with respect to claim 12 and lack of antecedent basis issues with 
respect to claims 10 and 12. Specifically, with regard to claim 12, the phrase "wherein the sun of the first planetary 
gear set is driven" in line 3 was believed to be unclear and possibly incomplete. With regard to claims 10 and 12, the 
examiner believed that there was a lack of antecedent basis for "the sun" and "the ring" in these two claims. Per the 
interview, these issues were resolved by cancelling claim 10 and amending claim 12 as shown in the attached 
examiner's amendment. .
